He spent the last twenty-four hours of his 
life in the black-dfapéd chapel of the prison 
according to the Spanish custom and slept 
about an hour only during the night. His 
wife and Attle daughter contrary to ex- 
pectation, were admitted to see him in the 
chapel, but their tenderness and sympathy 
were utterly thrown away upon the An- 
archist, who also remained obdurate to the 
ministrations of thé priests who kept him 
company in the chapel. He scoffed at their 
supplications to prepare himself for death 
and laughed derisively at their references 
to a future life. 


The Anarchist’s wife made a last effort 
to soften his heart, -but he ly told her 
to go away, and she tearfully withdrew 
after kissing him. After his wife had left

CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—Hurldreds of persons 
in Chicago have good reasons for remem- 
bering H. H. Holmes, the insurance 
Swindler. He has victims untold in this 
town. His operations were carried on with 
& vim and dash here which mark him as a 


rascal of an uncommon genius. Holmes 
came to Chicago from Philadelphia the lat- 
ter part of 1889 or early in 1880. He was then 
about 30 years old He is described as a 
man of medium heignt, slight build and 
very nervous temperament. He has a 
habit of winding his fingers together when 
talking. He has a little black mustache 
and a pair of cold blue eyes, one of which, 
like his record, is not straight. He appeared 
extremely fond of female society while in 
Chicago and, it is said, met with as much 
success among women as among men. 
Soon after reaching Chicago, Holmes, 
who had gained some knowledge of medi- 
cine in the Bast, secured a position as clerk 
in- a drug store on Sixty-third street.

For several years Mr. Augustin Daly has 
refused to credit St. Louis with a degree of 
artistio appreciation greater than its fond- 
ness for a doliar; and accordingly has de- 
clined to book his company at St. Louis 
theaters. After strong persuasion, cou- 
pled with a generous guarantee, he con- 
sented to try St. Louis, and the engage- 
ment of Miss Rehan is another proof that 
this city has plenty of money to spend for 
companies which come with the recom- 
mendation of artistic merit. She has been 
treated with that consideration which 
alone appeals to the manager. The profits 
of the week will undoubtedly exceed both 
the guarantee and Mr. Daly’s expecta- 
tions. 

But Mr. Daly bas not treated St. Louis 
so well. The version of Twelfth Night“ 
which was given last night could not 
please and painfully offended any one fa- 
miliar with the poet’s work. To change 
such a line as Shakspeare put in the 
mouth of Sir Andrew Aguecheek, I would 
I had ‘‘so sweet a breath tosing, as the 
clown has, tothe modern sapless phrase, 
‘*g0 sweet a voice to sing, seems to be a 
petty effort to subordinate the poet’s in- 
dividualiesm to the prominence of the star.

Secretary Carlisle is getting no help 
from the New York bankers in hig effort 
to replenish the Treasury’s stock of gold, 
but ou of them gave him an excellent 
piece of advice When he said the best thing 
he could do now would be to squelch the 
bond issue.

10 MORE COSDULT BLUBDERS. 

The bill introduced in the Council last 
night granting a franchise for a new tele- 
phone company snould have careful inves- 
tigation before adoption, 

The measure is reported to contain a 
provision conferring power upon the bene- 
ficiary corporation to construct or rent 
underground conduits. No provision of 
this kind should pass the Municipal 
Assembly. 

Two ordinances are now awaiting the 
action of the Council, to which all fran- 
chise legislation for wire companies should 
be subordinated. These are the ordi- 
nances drawn up by the Municipal Subway 
Commission providing for the burying of 
wires and the construction of a municipal 
subway. * 

The people of St. Louis want a cheap 
telephone service and they want the wires 
buried, but they want both ends accom- 
plished in the right way. They want al! 
the wires buried in aconduit which will 
be under control of the city. 

To grant any franchise not im accor- 
dance with the municipal subway plan 
would create new complications and 
greatly increase the difficulty in the way 
ofa permanent and satisfactory solution 
of the wire problem. 

Nota franchise, an extension of fran- 
chise or a ta vor should be granted to any 
wire company except in furtherance of the 
municipal project. Every means in the 
hands of the city should be used to that 
end.

The Post-Dispatch is doing a noble thing 
in its erusade against the high price of 
bread. If “he who makes two blades of 


grass grow where only one grew before is a 
benefactor of mankind,’’ then he who makes 
it possible to buy two loaves of bread for 
the price formerly paid for one is not only 
a benefactor of mankind, but a champion of 
the poor and struggling. What is charity— 
that is, the mere act of giving—compared 
with a work so comprehensive and far- 
reaching in its beneficial results as you have 
attempted? , 

But ae you expect that you will be able to 
persuade the bakers to reduce the price of 
br ? If.se, you are mistaken. Man rare- 
ever, voluntarily relinquishes an ad- 
seme once obtained over his fellow-man. 
The Post- Dispatch has pointed out the 

reliminary remedy, viz., to compel bakers 

y ce to ge hs weight on their 
loaves. The only rational deduction to be 
drawn from the showing made by the Poat- 
Dispatch is that the le are charged 5 
cents for a loaf of bread that can be sold ai 
a profit for less than half that sum. 
The conclusion is that if the city can make 
bread for 1 1-3 cents per pound, and cover all 
expenses, that others can do the same. The 
remedy is simple. Let a few honest men 
of means form a company, manufacture 
bread and sell it at a price just sufficient to 
cover the cost of production, with a fair 
rate of ‘nterest on the money invested. 
The problem would then be solved.

BE way MISUSED FUNDS AMOUNTING 
TO THOUSANDS. 
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The Prosperous and Const: vative (hem:

NEW YORA, Nov. 21.—The Chemical 
National Bank, one of the most prosperous 
and most conservative institutions in the 
country has for the first time in half a 
century been made the victim of a default- 
er. The amount involved, as far as known. 
is $15,175. The money was appropriated by 
John Tait, the paying teller. The matter 
is peculiar, irasmuch as the officials of 
the bank declare that not a cent of the 
mon went to Tait’s own use. The proof 
of this is that he could have taken a millior 
as well as a few thousands had he been so 
inclined. 

Three-fourths of the sum, they say, he 
lent to personal friends, taking no col- 
lateral and only in a few instances receiv- 
ing as much as an I. O. C. for the money 
handed out. The rest, it is said, is due to 
errors made by Tait in paying out cash. 
It is estimated by President Williams and 
Cashier Quinlan that the excessive worry 
caused by these loans reduced Tait to such 
@ condition that he was hardly respon- 
sible for his actions and made nan mis 
takes. Although the first loans were made 
more than a year ago, the shortage having 
been carefully hidden, was not discovere:! 
by William H. Kimball, the National Bank 
Examiner, when he inspected the bank 
officially last May, but it was he who later 
unearthed these peculiar transactions, hav- 
ing in a private capacity been employed to 
look over the books. 

ait, who is nearly 50 years old, has been 
in the bank employ for twenty-eight years. 
having first na messenger. is salarv 
of $4,500, with a bonus of 10 per cent of that 
sum every Christmas, has enabled him to 
support his family in nice style at Mount 
Kisco. It is known that he never specu- 
lated and that he lived within his means. 

Although it could not be learned to whom 
he made the loans, 2 check made out 
by C. H. Babcock on the Twelfth Ward 
Bank for $13,250, was found among his cash 
on the first day of his examination. Bab- 
cock is said to be Tait’s brother-in-law. 
and is a contractor in this city. The bond 
given by Tait is only for 5,000. Tait will 
not be prosecuted. 

Wm. Kimball, bank inspector, was 
emploved in a private capacity to examine 
the affairs of the bank. After Mr. Kim- 
ball had counted the cash, Tait, it is said, 
took 510.000 of the money, and handing it 
to the examiner's assistant, said it should 
be counted again. Mr. Kimball's atten- 
tion being drawn to this, his suspicions 
that all was not right were confirmed. He 
determined to say nothing, but to recourt 
the cash items the following day. This he 
did. and, much to his surprise, the Bab- 
eock check for $13,250 had disanveared. 
This made a total shortage of $25,715, the 
rest being accounted for in the errors nat- 
ural in the business. 

When Tait's attention was called to this 
he stammered out some excuse, but it 
would not do. Mr. Kimball asked him to 
prepare another proof sheet. He tried to 
do so. but finally declared that he was 
altogether too nervous and sick to do so. 

hen he went to Cashier Quinlan and told 
him the same thing, ard was advised to 
take his time. Exminer Kimball left him in 
the bank at 5:20 o'clock. Cashier Quinlan 
having promised to be on hand at that 
hour. When the cashier walked in he 
found Tait, his head bowed on his desk, 
looking the picture of abject misery. He 
said he was unable to make a proof sheet. 
and then he blurted out that he wished 
Mr. Quinlan would accompany him to

CHICAGO, In., No. A.- Discussing the 
prospect of war between his country and 
Guatemala, Felip Berriozabel, the Mexican 
Consul in this city, said to-day: The dis- 


ute between country and Guatemala 
s of long standing It arose in 1828 over the 
beundary une = the Comitan district de- 
tween nd Guatemala. The river 
there is & Rat boundary between the 
two countries, but the Guatemalans have 
claimed territory on the Mexican side of the 
river, a claim which my country is not dis- 
ed to grant. During all these years 
n more or less lawlessness and 
friction in that section of the country and 
both sides have had grievances, to settle 
which a commission was jnted several 
yearg ago. The commission was composed 
of delegates from eountries and it 
finally arrived at a decision eminently sa‘- 
isfactory tO all and making the river the 
boundary line. Indemnity claims were not 
ali settled. but the main points of dispute 
were and we confidently expected that a 
final adjustment of the discontent had been 
secured. Everything was spoilt, however, 
by the action of the Government of Guate- 
mala, weh refused to stand by the settle- 
ment effected by the commission. en the 
Guatemalans came over to the Mexican 
side, dispossessed the settlers of their 
homes and took possession themselves.

ernment could bear and troops were imme-

More than 300 towns, great and small, are 
comprised within a radius of about 125 miles 
of the city of St. Louis. All these towns do 
business with St. Louis, some more, some 
less, according to their sige. Whatever the 
amount is, it would be visibly increased by 
the inauguration of an early afternoon 
mail and passenger train service between 
them and this city. 

As it is now, with the exception of about 
a couple of dozen towns, there is no means 
of communication between these outlying 
towns and St. Louis from 7 or 8 o'clock in 
the morning up to nearly the same hour in 
the evening. With some of these towns the 


abserce of communication except by tele-

fof instance. It is but twenty-three miles 
distant, and yet there is no train leaving 
St. Louis for that town, although two 
roads run practically through it, between 
the hours of 9 a. m. and nearly 5 p. m. 
Other towns, a little farther distant, are 
worse off. 

That there is business enough within a 


radius of about 125 miles to pay to attend 
to there is no question. Some of the towns 
in this territory are among the best towns 
in Illinois and Missouri. heir merchants 
buy large amounts of goods in St. Louis, 
and for a class of goods which these mer- 
chants do not carry their citizens gener- 
ally come to St. Louis. The business done 
with them, although on a more extensive 


‘scale, is such as might be done between 


the various sections of the city. And as 
rapid transit and frequent cars running in 
from the outskirts of the city increase trade 
s0 an afternoon mail end passenger train 
service would increase the volume of busi- 
ness with these towns. 

In order to show the towns which would 
be reached by an early afternoon train ser- 
vice of this kind the following list has been 
arranged, showing the towns and villages 
of any size on the various lines of railroads 
within a radius of about 125 miles. In one 
or two cases a town as far as 150 miles has 
been taken into account, while in others 
the list has stopped at a little over 100 miles, 
as that seem to be the natural end to an 
early afternoon train service. The list is 
well worth perusal:

B. INCOED BY BANkS. 


Reaching Into the Treasury for the 
Gold Reserve. 


WASHINGTON,.D. C., Nov. 21.—Uncle 
Sam got another severe jostling in Wall 
Street yesterday, and before the bankers 
allowed him to quit’ business they had 
pulled out of his carpet bag $1,600,000 in 
gold. Those who did the jostling and the 
amounts they got, as reported by Assistant 
Treasurer Jordan late to-day are: National 
Bank of the Republic (for the Mercantile 
Trust Co. of Baltimore), $126,000; Central 
National Bank, $500,000; Watson Bros.,3300,- 
000; National Bank of the Republic (for Re- 
vere National Bank of Boston), $100,000; 
National Bank of the Republic (for Mer- 


chants’ National Bank of Boston), $100,000; 
Empire State Bank, $25,000; National Bank 
of the Re ublic (for J. Pierrepont . Ed- 
wards), $50, 

One New York Bank, the name of which 
was not telegraphed by the Assistant 
Treasurer, drew $400,000. This brings the 
total of gold taken out during the past four 
days to 34,650,000. 

Mr. Carlisle would not discuss the action 
of the New York Banks, but it was said to- 
day by an official close to the Secretary 
that if the issue is over-subscribed and Mr. 
Carlisle is able, without loss to the Govern- 
ment, to throw out the bids of the banks 
which have drawn on the Treasury gold he 
will do so. The Treasury is. much .worked 
up over what is regarded as a breach of 
faith on the part of the banks, and there is 
no doubt that Mr. Cartisle ts. 8 — bes 
add some retaliatory plan. 
feels sure now that the issue will be — 
ly over-subscribed, as bids. are coming in 
at a rapid rate. 

No one believes, not even the Secretary, 
that the Government will realize enough 
from this loan to boost the reserve to 

„000 point. The most 8a ine ot the 
Treasury officiais hope that „000. 00 » wil 
be net gold, but the general opinion is that 
no more than $25,000,000 will be realized. It 
is now admitted that the innovation in the 
call for proposals that gives the bankers an 
opportunity to secure the bonds on the in- 
stallment plan was a mistake. The Pres- 
ident and Mr. Carlisle were convinced that 
this arrangement would attract gold from 
Europe. The bankers put the proposition 
to the President in this attractive form: 

If the full amount of gold for the bonds ts 
demandéd when the bids are accepted, the 
banks will surely rald the reserve for a 
large share of the gold, as they cannot af- 
ford to surrender all their bullion: If fifty 
days are allowed in which to pay gold for 
the bonds the foreign bidders will have an 
opportunity to ship ‘gold to this country. 
If there is no competition the demand on 
2 art of the Government for only about 
„000 for each installment can be better 
—— by home bankers. Mr. Cleveland 
thought this a great discovery, and Mr. 
Carlisle thought so, too, and so it was em- 
bodied in the call. 

How beautifully thre theory has worked 
out is illustrated in the experience of the 
Treasury during the past five days: No 
gold has been exported by forei bankers, 
and thus far there has been little or no in- 
dication that many investots abroad will 
be attracted. It is pointed out. that if 
there is any large demand.from abroad the 
gold will be obtained in this country, as 
the 4 rates of exchange are de- 
cidedly unfavorable to gold importations. I 
begins to look now as though bond issue 
were to furnish the surest means of de- 
pleting, rather than replenishing, the gold 
reserve.
